1 liave  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  upon  the  public 
health  services  of  the  County  Council  for  the  year  1945.  This  is  the 
57th  annual  rejrort  which  has  been  issued. 

The  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  children  born  in 
1944  as  compared  with  immediately  preceding  years  was  not  maintained 
in  1945,  the  birth  rate  being  18.9  as  compared  with  20.9  per  1,000 
population  in  1944.  The  proportion  of  stillbirths  at  34.7  per  1,000 
total  births  while  slightly  higher  than  in  the  previous  year  is  yet 
comparati\'ely  low. 

The  infant  mortality  rate,  54  per  1,000  live  births,  was  the 
lowest  recorded  for  the  county. 

The  demand  for  maternity  beds  continues  to  grow  and 
negotiations  were  commenced  during  the  year  for  the  leasing  of  Croxdale 
Hall,  near  Durham  City,  as  a maternity  home  with  accommodation 
for  23  patients. 

The  general  state  of  the  public  health  as  judged  by  the  vital 
statistics  was  satisfactory,  there  being  only  slight  variations  in  the 
rates  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  overall  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  been  increasing  for 
the  last  few  years,  as  the  following  series  of  rates  shows,

and  in  1945  was  slightly  greater  than  in  1944.  More  striking  was  an 
internal  variation  in  the  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  by  which 
an  increase  in  new  male  cases  aged  15  to  30  years  was  counterbalanced 
by  a diminution  in  new  female  cases  in  the  third  decade  of  life.  There 
was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  non-pulmonary  cases 
among  children  under  10  years.  The  death  rate  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  increased  from  0.51  in  1944  to  0.55  during  1945,  the 
rate  for  1944  being  the  lowest  on  record. 
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I should  again  like  to  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  County  Health  Committee  my  appreciation  of  their  continued 
help  and  consideration  and  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  assistance  in  the  administration  of  the 
health  services.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

With  a view  to  providing  improved  bacteriological  services  within 
their  areas,  the  County  Council  and  the  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  Gateshead 
and  Tynemouth  Corporations  entered  into  an  agreement  under  which 
each  Authority  has  delegated  to  a Joint  Committee  constituted 
under  Section  91  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933,  its  functions 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  connection  with  the  maintenance 
and  management  of  laboratories. 

The  agreement,  to  which  the  Council  of  King’s  College,  New- 
castle-on-Tyne, is  also  a party,  provides  that  the  Joint  Committee 
shall  maintain  and  manage  the  laboratories  at  King’s  College  and  at  the 
Newcastle  General  Hospital,  and  these  are  known  as  “the  Central 
Public  Health  Laboratory’’  and  the  “City  Bacteriological  Laboratory’’ 
respectively. 

The  County  Council  have  agreed  to  accept  responsibility  for  the 
payment  of  the  fees  in  respect  of  all  those  investigations  required  in 
the  administrative  county  and  which  can  be  undertaken  in  the  labora- 
tories of  the  Joint  Committee.

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

General  nursing  in  the  home  continues  to  be  carried  out  in  this 
administrative  county  through  the  district  nursing  associations, 
121  of  which  are  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association.  These 
Associations  employ  158  nurses  and  they  undertake  medical  and 
surgical  nursing.  In  the  case  of  54  district  nursing  associations,  by  an 
agreement  between  the  County  Council  and  the  County  Nursing 
Association  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  the  nurses  also  act  as  mid- 
wives and  maternity  nurses. 

TREAT.MENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. — The  number  of  maternity 
and  child  welfare  centres  (78)  ante-natal  clinics  (69)  and  dental  clinics 
(12)  remained  unchanged  throughout  the  year.  One  post-natal 
clinic  and  one  birth  control  clinic  were  opened  during  the  year,  making 
a total  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  26  and  16  such  clinics  respectively. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries,  Venereal  Diseases  Treatment  Centres, 
and  Mental  Treatment  Clinic. — There  were  no  changes  during  the  year.

The  \^-ork  of  the  department  continues  to  be  closely  correlated 
with  that  of  other  departments  of  the  County  CouneiKs  service  and  an 
interchange  of  facilities  has  been  readily  available  whenever  this  was 
to  the  advantage  of  an}'-  particular  patient. 

Outdoor  Medical  Relief. 

Part-time  medical  officers  appointed  to  specified  medical 
relief  districts  continue  to  provide  this  service.  During  the  year 
seven  district  medical  officers  were  demobilised  and  resumed  their 
appointments,  leaving  only  two  of  these  officers  still  serving  with  H.M. 
Forces.  The  work  of  officers  on  active  service  has  been  carried  on 
by  deputies  or  under  the  Protection  of  Practices  Scheme.  Three 
changes  in  personnel  occurred,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
70  officers  in  the  outdoor  medical  service. 


Public  Assistance  Institution  Hospitals. 

Although  the  year  under  review  saw  the  end  of  hostilities, 
four  hospitals,  viz.,  Bishop  Auckland,  Chester-le-Street,  Easington 
and  Barnard  Castle,  were  still  carrying  out  a considerable  amount  of 
work  under  the  E.M.S.  scheme  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Alongside  this 
there  was  a constant  heavy  demand  for  hospital  beds  for  public 
assistance  patients,  as  the  following  table  shows.

The  change  in  user  of  public  assistance  institutions  which  has 
occurred  since  tliese  were  transferred  to  the  County  Council  in  1930 
is  most  striking,  and  the  following  table  is  of  great  interest  in  this 
connection,  for  it  will  be  observed  that  whereas  there  were  580  hospital 
patients  and  898  “House”  inmates  in  the  year  1930,  the  figures  at  the 
end  C'f  1945  were  1,204  hospital  patients,  and  454  “House”  inmates. 
This  change  in  user  has  necessitated  the  progressive  adaptation  of 
“House”  wards  for  hospital  purposes,  and,  with  the  general  shortage 
of  nurses,  has  made  it  extremely  difficult  to  find  adequate  nursing 
staff  for  each  hospital.  Some  help  has  been  obtained  by  appointing 
more  male  nursing  staff,  and  consultations  are  in  progre.ss  with  the 
object  of  having  several  of  our  hospitals  recognised  as  training  schools 
for  assistant  nurses  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Nurses 
Act,  1943,  and  Nurses  Regulations,  1945.  Great  praise  is  due  to  our 
staffs  for  the  high  quality  of  service  rendered  in  these  difficult 
circumstances. 

.Since  1939  we  have  had  the  services  of  a considerable  number  of 
nurses  enrolled  in  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve,  but  with  the  cessation 
cf  hostilities  this  number  is  steadily  decreasing.

-The-  adolesceiK  coionies  at  Tarnard  Castle  for  boys  and 
Sedgefieid  for  girls,  continue  to  function  and  the  departments  for 
patients  certified  under  Section  24  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  at  Durham 
and  Lanchester  continue  to  be  of  great  assistance. 

During  the  war  years  nursery  children  were  accommodated  at 
the  Durham  Institution,  but  the  demand  has  grown  to  a point  where  it 
lias  been  found  necessary  to  open  an  additional  nursery  at  the  Easington 
Institution.  'I'he  whole  question  of  adequate  nursery  accommodation 
is  under  re\’icM-. 

As  in  pre-war  years  those  public  assistance  patients  requiring 
surgical  treatment  are  transferred  to  the  Leeholme  Hospital,  Easington, 
where  284  operations  were  performed  by  the  Surgeon  Specialist, 
•Mr.  W.  A.  Hewitson,  iM.H,,  M.S.,  hdR.C.S.,  (Eng.),  during  the  year.

Certification. — Nineteen  petitions  were  presented  and  an  Order 
under  the  Acts  was  made  in  each  case  — 12  for  institutional  care  and 
training  and  7 for  guardianship.

During  the  year  the  County  Supervisors  of  Midwives  made  1,460 
visits  to  midwives  and  667  visits  to  patients. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  21  independent  midwives  in 
practice.  In  addition,  there  were  53  practising  midwives  in  maternity 
and  public  assistance  hospitals,  75  midwives  employed  by  district 
nursing  associations  included  in  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  who 
notified  their  intention  to  practise,  and  3 working  under  district 
nursing  associations  not  approved  for  midwifery  under  the  county 
scheme. 

During  the  year  9,281  applications  were  received  for  the 
domiciliary  services  of  the  midwives  appointed  under  the  Act,  7,841 
as  midwife  and  1,440  as  maternity  nurse. 
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The  iiJiJwwtrs  re(^uisitioried  medic, il  help  uii  4,118  occasions, 
and  the  following  statement  gives  particulars  as  to  the  reasons  for 
so  doing  : —

With  regard  to  the  128  cases  in  which  medical  help  was  re- 
quisitioned on  account  of  rise  of  temperature,  34  were  subsequently 
notified  as  puerperal  pyrexia.  16  of  these  cases  received  in-patient 
hospital  treatment  under  the  County  Scheme,  while  the  service:^  of 
consultants  were  utilised  in  1 case. 

Of  the  131  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  34  were  notified 
as  ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  16  received  hospital  treatment. 


Arrangements  were  continued  during  the  year  with  the  Sunder- 
land General  Hospital  for  the  training  of  county  midwives  in  gas  and 
air  analgesia  and  each  midwife  is  pro\'ided  with  the  necessary  equipment. 
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Post-graduate  lectures  were  giveu  to  the  county  midwives 
on  the  26th  and  27th  March  by  Dr.  Charlotte  Naish,  York,  and  Sister 
Myles,  Edinburgh. 

The  County  Council  agreed  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  and 
tuition  fees  of  county  midwives  who  wish  to  attend  post-graduate 
lectures  arranged  by  the  College  of  Midwives,

Negotiations  were  commenced  during  the  year  for  the  taking 
over  of  Croxdale  Hall,  near  Durham  City,  as  a maternity  home.  This 
Hall  had  for  some  time  past  been  held  on  tenancy  by  the  County 
Council  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  purposes  of  an 
Emergency  Ho.spital.  The  premises  are  furnished  and  provide  accom- 
modation for  23  cases. 

Accommodation  for  maternity  cases  is  provided  at  three  public 
assistance  hospitals,  i.e.,  at  Bishop  Auckland  and  Easington  for 
normal  cases  and  at  Durham  for  cases  complicated  by  venereal  diseases. 
The  demand  for  maternity  beds  continues  to  be  high  and  the  following 
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cable  shows  the  number  of  beds  available  and  the  cases  admitted  during 
1945  It  will  be  observed  that  one  emergency  confinement  took  place 
at  the  Lanchester  hospital  • —

Cases  of  Abortion. — Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Committee  of 
Management  of  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital  ceased  to 
admit  cases  of  abortion  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  whereby  a small  number  of  beds  in  the  Bishop 
Auckland  and  Chester-le-Street  public  assistance  hospitals  were  made 
available  for  such  cases. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Staff. — The  staff  at  the  end  of  the  year  consisted  of  one  senior, 
16  wholetime  and  3 part-time  assistant  welfare  medical  officers. 


Centres. — Of  the  78  centres,  i9  are  held  in  premises  owned  or 
wholly  rented  by  the  County  Council,  while  the  remainder  are  held 
in  church  halls,  etc.,  on  a rental  basis.  Table  15  shows  the  aggregate 
attendances  at  the  welfare  centres  during  the  year  and  Table  16  the 
attendances  at  each  welfare  centre.

— During  the  year  10,602  expectant  mothers 
attended  the  clinics,  or  555  less  than  in  1944. 

Post-Natal  Clinics. — One  new  post-natal  clinic  was  opened 
during  the  year  making  a total  of  26  such  clinics.  Table  17  shows 
the  numbers  of  mothers  on  the  books  and  the  attendances  made  by 
them.

Orthopaedic  Treatment. — Four  children  had  assistance  towards 
the  cost  of  appliances,  which  is  the  same  number  as  in  1944. 

County  Federation  of  Voluntary  Workers. — Two  meetings  were 
held  in  the  Shire  Hall,  Durham.  Twenty-five  mothers  had  treatment 
under  the  convalescent  scheme  organised  by  this  Federation. 

War-time  N urseries. — Four  nurseries  were  closed  during  the 
year  leaving  a total  of  13  still  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Specialist  Clinics. — Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year 
for  the  establishment  of  specialist  consultation  clinics  at  Houghton-le- 
Spring  and  Horden  Welfare  centres.  These  clinics  were  opened  on 
the  5th  and  19th  December,  respectively,  and  are  held  monthly  at 
each  centre. 

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. — During  the  year  the  Durham 
Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  held  a meeting  with  representa- 
tives of  other  boroughs  and  voluntary  associations  when  general 
approval  was  given  to  the  project  of  setting  up  a mother  and  baby 
hostel  and  a small  committee  was  appointed  to  take  practical  steps. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  suitable  premises  had  not  been 
obtained. 


CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

The  year  1945  is  the  first  complete  ^'•ear  for  which  records 
regarding  prematurely  born  infants  are  available.  The  total  number 
of  infants  recorded  as  weighing  5^-lbs.or  less  at  birth  during  the  year 
in  the  welfare  area  of  the  County  Council  was  502,  and  of  this  number 
372  were  born  at  home  and  130  in  hospital.  The  total  live  births 
registered  in  this  area  was  13,479,  the  premature  birth  notifications 
being  equal  to  3.7  per  cent. 

During  the  year  183  deaths  of  prematurely  born  babies  were 
registered,  152  under  one  week,  22  under  one  month,  7 under  three 
months,  1 under  six  months  and  1 under  nine  months.  In  53  cases, 
death  occurred  in  hospital. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  the  County  Council  provides  special  cots,  hot  water  bottles, 
woollen  shawls,  blankets  and  clothing,  while  cotton  wool,  olive  oil  and 
belcroy  feeders  are  also  supplied. 

Where  a premature  birch  occurs  in  the  practice  of  a midwife 
she  devotes  a considerable  amount  of  her  time  to  it  and  attends  as 
long  as  is  necessary.  In  .some  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to  continue 
attendance  up  to  six  weeks. 

No  premature  babies  born  at  home  have  been  admitted  to 
special  hospital  units. 

EMERGENCY  MATERNITY  SERVICE. 

Arrangements  continued  unchanged  throughout  the  year.  The 
‘flying-squad’  was  requisitioned  on  6 occasions  and  the  services  of 
consultants  were  obtained  in  respect  of  12  patients.

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

There  were  73  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  notified  during  the 
year  compared  with  75  during  1944.

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The  health  visitors  are  instructed  to  make  careful  enquiries 
into  all  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  of  newly-born  children, 
and  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  40  cases  notified  as  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  they  reported  497  such  cases  to  which  they  paid  1,154 
home  visits.

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Notification  of  Births. — The  County  Council  is  the  welfare 
authority  for  the  administrative  county  with  the  exception  of  the 
municipal  boroughs  of  Hartlepool,  Jarrow,  and  Stockton,  and  in 
this  area  13,059  live  births  and  412  stillbirths  were  notified  while 
the  numbers  registered  were  13,479  and  486,  respectively.  Of  the 
notified  births  10,109  were  reported  by  midwives,  249  by  doctors, 
3,037  by  maternity  homes  and  hospitals  and  76  by  public  assistance 
institutions.  The  health  visitors  paid  first  visits  to  13,485  births. 

Child  Life  Protection. — At  the  end  of  the  year  49  cases  were 
under  supervision.  Generally  speaking  the  standard  of  care  was 
good,  the  children  feeling  themselves  to  be  members  of  the  family. 

Health  Visitors'  Trainin';  School. — Four  of  the  fifteen  students 
in  training  failed  at  the  first  examination,  two  were  successful  later, 
two  have  still  to  sit  the  examination. 

t 

Government  Evacuation  Scheme. — Children  still  billeted  in  the 
County  are  now  supervised  monthly  by  the  health  visitors. 

Deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  of  Children  under  5 
years. — A total  of  240  deaths  from  these  causes  was  inve.stigated  ; 
153  were  in  urban  areas  of  which  131  were  under  12  months  and  only 
6 of  them  had  received  special  nursing  attention  at  home  and  21  in 
hospital.  There  were  97  in  rural  areas  and  of  these  deaths  81  were  of 
children  under  12  months  and  12  received  special  nursing  attention 
at  home  and  24  in  hospital. 

Summary  of  Work  Done  by  Health  Visitors.' — The  work  of  the 
health  visitors  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1945  is  sum- 
marised in  Table  23. 
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Do>Hestic  Help  Sc/ituh  . — In  ;u:cc)idance  witli  Ministry  c)t  Health 
Circular  179  44  a Domestic  Help  Sclieme  was  inaugurated  during  the 
year  similar  to  the  scheme  already  in  operation  for  the  provision  of 
home  helps.  All  helpers  were  part-time  workers  and  were  paid  for 
their  services  at  the  rate  of  1 2d.  per  hour  based  on  a 48-hour  week. 
Their  work  is  supervised  by  the  county  health  visitors  and  they  are 
required  to  provide  their  own  meals.  Applicants  for  domestic 
help  are  required  to  pay  in  accordance  with  the  County  Council's 
scale  of  charges  for  Home  Helps.  Particulars  of  the  Scheme  have 
been  supplied  to  medical  practitioners,  district  nursing  associations. 
];ractising  midwives,  and  county  health  visitors,  and  the  Health 
l)epartment  co-operates  with  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  who 
have  been  asked  to  name  suitable  domestic  helps  from  time  to  time.

RURAL  WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  SEWERAGE  ACT,  1944. 

This  Act  empowers  the  Minister  of  Health  to  make  contribu- 
tions towards  the  expenses  of  local  authorities,  incurred  at  any  time 
after  the  passing  of  the  Act,  in  (a)  providing  a supply,  or  improving 
existing  supply  of  water  in  a rural  locality  ; (b)  making  adequate 
provision  for  the  sewerage,  or  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  a local 
authority. 

The  Minister  states  that  the  Act  forms  part  of  the  Government’s 
general  post-war  reconstruction  programme  and  that  a sum  of 
£15,000,000  has  been  placed  at  his  disposal  to  assist  schemes. 

The  Act  provides  that  if  the  Minister  undertakes  to  make  a 
contribution  towards  the  expenses  of  a local  authority  for  either  service, 
the  County  Council  concerned  is  also  required  to  contribute  an  amount 
to  be  agreed  between  the  local  authority  and  the  County  Council, 
or  failing  agreement  determined  by  the  Minister. 
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Before  submitting  their  schemes  to  the  Minister  local  authorities 
are  required  to  consult  the  County  Council  thereon.  The  County 
Council  may  express  their  views  on  the  scope  of  the  schemes  sub- 
mitted to  them,  e.g.,  whether  individual  schemes  for  separate  parishes 
or  districts  are  advisable  or  whether  there  should  preferably  be  a 
combined  scheme  covering  all  the  areas  in  question  or  ranging  even 
more  widely. 

Nearly  all  parts  of  this  administrative  county  have  piped 
supplies  of  water.  The  largest  undertakers  are  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board,  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company,  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Company,  Hartlepools  Gas  and  Water 
Company  and  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board. 

A Conference  was  held  in  November,  1945,  when  representatives 
of  certain  urban  and  rural  district  councils,  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
water  undertakers,  and  the  County  War  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  attended.  From  information  given  to  the  Conference  it 
appeared  that  local  authorities  were  alive  to  the  possibilities  of  action 
under  the  Act  and  that  district  councils  concerned  were  engaged  in 
the  preparation  of  schemes  for  submission  to  the  County  Council 
and  Minister  of  Health. 

Tlie  following  schemes  had  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Council  by  the  end  of  the  year  for  their  observations  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  2 (2)  of  the  Act. — 

(a)  Joint  scheme  submitted  by  the  Darlington  and  Barnard 
Castle  rural  district  councils  for  the  provision  of  a piped  water 
supply  to-  the  Houghton-le-Side  area  (in  the  Darlington  Rural 
District)  and  Bolam  (in  the  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District).  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £4,800  of  which  sum  £4,290  is 
in  respect  of  the  main  from.  Heighington  to  Bolam  and  £510  in 
respect  of  the  extension  to  Houghton-le-Side  Village.  The 
estimated  revenue  from  water  rates  is  .£35  per  annum  leaving  a 
sura  of  £565  per  annum  to  be  guaranteed  by  the  two  district 
councils.  The  deficiency  in  respect  of  the  main  from  Heighington 
to  Bolam  will  be  borne  equally  by  the  two  councils  and  the  de- 
ficiency in  respect  of  the  extension  to  Houghton-le-Side  will  be  borne 
v/holly  by  the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council.

The  County  Council  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  above  schemes 
were  necessary  and  urgent  and  as  the  proposals  were  generally  of  a 
satisfactory  character  gave  their  approval. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  the  practice  to  use  natural  sources 
of  water,  such  as  rivers,  streams  and  springs,  for  watering  cattle,  and  in 
quite  a number  of  instances,  these  have  been  the  only  sources  of  supply 
for  domestic  purposes.  Indeed,  quite  a number  of  milk  producers 
including  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  x\ccredited  milk,  have 
no  source  of  water  supply  other  than  a nearby  stream.  Farmers 
and  milk  producers  have  complained  about  tae  pollution 
of  these  natural  sources,  and  in  several  instances  investigaiions  hav<i 
resulted  in  sanction  for  the  installation  of  a piped  wacer  supply  to 
the  farm. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

During  the  year  field  surveys  were  made  on  several  of  our  main 
rivers  and  tributaries  owing  to  the  complaints  of  pollution  received 
from  time  to  time.  In  some  cases  there  were  grounds  for  complaint, 
which  upon  investigation,  proved  to  be  due  to  causes  such  as  the  break- 
down of  machinery,  damage  to  the  walls  of  precipitation  tanks,  lack 
of  labour  and  materials,  escape  of  trade  wastes  to  streams  during  the 
period  of  repairs  or  alterations  and  improvements  to  works. 

Complaints  of  pollution  not  infrequently  coincide  with  periods 
of  heavy  rainfall,  when  the  surface  water  draining  into  streams,  carries 
with  it  polluting  substances  from  gas,  coke,  and  b5n-products  work, 
colliery  spoil  banks,  sidings  and  dumps  of  coal  slurry  deposits. 


Several  industrial  undertakings  continue  to  co-operate  by  taking 
routine  samples  of  the  river  water  near  the  points  of  discharge  of  their 
effluents.  With  the  exception  of  the  Murton  Beck  the  watercourses 
of  the  county  are  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Monthly  surveys  were  maintained  as  far  as  possible  on  the 
River  Skerne  and  its  tributaries.  The  samples  taken  have  revealed 
that  the  river  is  free  from  serious  pollution  from  sewage  and  trade 
effluents,  but  there  was  evidence  of  the  presence  of  tar  acids  in  small 
quantity. 

Other  rivers  and  streams  which  have  been  under  routine  in- 
spection include  the  Rivers — Tees,  Wear,  Tyne,  i^rowney,  Gaunless, 
Deerness  ; the  Brancepeth,  Beechburn,  Crook,  Coundon,  Oakley  Cross, 
Old  House,  Old  Durham,  Murton,  Tursdale,  Wingate  and  Shiney 
becks  ; and  the  Lumley,  Rainton,  Red,  Black  Dene,  West  Hylton, 
Cong  and  Day  burns. 


Close  co-operation  has  continued  with  the  Fishery  Boards  of  the 
Tees,  Tyne  and  Wear  ; officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  Research  Stations,  and  the  Durham  County  War  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee. 


River  Wear  : A complaint  of  pollution  by  crude  sewage  in 
the  vicinity  of  Prebends  Bridge,  Durham  City,  was  investigated, 
and  it  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  main  outfall  sewer  being  surcharged 
and  the  storm  water  overflow  coming  intu  action.  The  pollution  was 
made  obvious  by  a fracture  of  the  weir  dam,  which  lowered  the  riv'er 
level  at  this  point  and  exposed  several  single  drains  that  must  hav'e 
been  laid  prior  to  the  time  when  drains  were  recorded  on  plans.  These 
drains  have  now  been  dealt  with  efficiently. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

A detailed  inspection  and  survey  of  all  sewage  purification 
works  in  the  county  has  been  made.  Where  e.xtensions,  improvements, 
or  reconstruction  have  been  found  neces.sary  the  authorities  concerned 
have  been  informed. 

The  allocation  and  construction  of  factories  in  various  parts  of 
the  county,  with  the  consequent  problems  of  effluent  disposal,  has 
given  rise  to  many  enquiries. 

Sewage  disposal  works  at  military  camps  have  been  regularly 
inspected,  and  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  works  when  found 
necessary.

Straw  Pulping  Plants. — Several  of  these  plants  have  now  been 
abandoned.  No  complaints  were  received  throughout  the  year. 

Pithead  Baths. — Routine  inspections  have  been  made  on  all 
rivers  and  streams  into  which  the  effluents  from  pithead  baths  are 
discharged.  In  almost  every  instance  the  baths  are  connected  to  the 
councils’  main  sewerage  system.  The  foul  liquids  are  collected  in 
tanks,  from  which  is  discharged  a pre-determined  volume  per  day. 
In  this  way  the  surcharging  of  the  sewage  works  at  peak  periods  is 
avoided.  No  complaints  have  been  received. 


Pithead  and  Industrial  Works  Canteens. — The  rivers  and  streams 
in  the  vicinity  of  these  canteens  are  regularly  inspected.  Where  there 
has  been  difficulty  in  linking  up  the  drainage  system  of  the  canteens 
to  the  councils’  sewers,  owing  to  distance,  drainage  or  sewage  tanks 
have  been  constructed  and  where  possible,  the  effluent  is  treated.  In 
every  case  where  it  was  proposed  to  construct  a canteen  or  where  it 
was  proposed  to  construct  tanks,  filters,  etc.,  plans  have  been  received 
and  approved  before  the  completion  of  the  drainage  system.  There 
has  been  no  cause  for  complaints  of  pollution. 

BURNING  COLLIERY  SPOIL-BANKS. 

A complaint  was  received  of  renewed  activity  in  one  of  these 
spoil  banks  ; when  immediate  action  was  taken  in  co-operation  with  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  Regional  Officer.  Arrangements  were 
made  to  allow  the  burning  heap  to  die  out  and  to  discontinue  tipping. 
The  dead  colliery  spoil-banks  were  removed  with  consequent  improve- 
ment to  the  area. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  approximate  number  of  registered  dairy  herds  in  the  adminis- 
trative county  during  the  year  was  2,803. 

In  20  cases  bulk  samples  of  milk  taken  by  local  authorities 
were  reported  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915, 
to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.  Investigations  by  the  veterinary  officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  into  the  origin  of  tubercle 
bacilli  in  these  samples  necessitated  visits  to  20  farms  and  in  16  cases 
18  tuberculous  cows  were  detected  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order. 
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Throughout  the  year  the  veterinary  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  paid  3,109  visits  to  farms  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Orders,  which  involved  the  examination  of  43,082  animals. 
These  inspections  resulted  in  the  slaughter  of  67  tuberculous  animals, 
which  are  included  in  the  total  number  shown  as  having  been  dealt 
with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Orders.  103  cows  were  found  to  be  affected 
with  mastitis  or  some  other  pathological  condition. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938,  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year  on  account  of  suspected  tuberculosis 
was  263.

A total  of  2,423  samples  of  milk  was  collected  by  officers  of  the 
County  Health  Department. 

Table  2>  shows  the  results  of  examination  of  samples  of  milk 
collected  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  3.4  per  cent  of  the  designated  milk 
samples  tubercle  bacilli  were  found. 

Samples  of  milk  supplied  to  schools  were  submitted  to  bacter- 
iological examination  or  chemical  analysis  and  the  pasteurisation 
establishments  were  visited  periodically  for  sampling  })urposes. 

Milk  Assistance  Sckeine  : — The  number  of  families  assisted  under 
the  scheme  during  the  year  was  7,  while  the  number  receiving  assistance 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  4,  compared  with  4 and  nil  respectively 
in  1944.

Influenza. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  64,  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  0 .08  per  1,000  jiopulatioii,  compared  with  85  deaths  and  a 
death-rate  of  0.10  in  1944. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  w'ere  1,348  notifications  compared  with 
1,786  in  1944.  The  corrected  figure  for  the  number  of  cases  was 
1,413  giving  a rate  of  1.7  per  1,000  population.  As  in  1944,  only  one 
death  was  registered. 

Diphtheria. — The  number  of  notifications  (1,231)  showed  a 
further  reduction  during  the  year.  The  corrected  figure  for  the  number 
of  cases  (971)  is  equal  to  a rate  of  1.17  per  1,000  population.  There 
were  33  deaths  compared  with  48  in  1944,  giving  a death-rate  of  0.04 
per  1,000  population  and  a case  mortality  rate  of  3.4  per  cent. 

bn  November,  1945,  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  194/45  was 
received  which  transfers  to  the  County  Council,  as  the  Welfare  Authority 
as  from  1st  January,  1946,  the  responsibility  for  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  of  children  under  school  age,  and  the  necessary  steps  were 
taken  to  bring  into  effect  the  new'  arrangements. 

Enteric  Fever. — There  w'cre  15  cases  of  enteric  fever,  3 b. 
typhosus  infections  and  12  b.  para  typhosus  B infections.  Five 
deaths  were  registered  3 b.  typhosus  and  2 para  typhosus  B. 

An  outbreak  of  para-typhoid  fever  occurred  at  the  Stanhope 
Emergency  Hospital  in  the  Weardale  Rural  District  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year.  Three  cases  were  elderly  inmates,  two  of  whom 
died  and  whose  deaths  were  transferred  to  areas  outside  the  county. 
Four  of  the  staff  were  found  to  be  carriers.  Examinations  of  the 
blood,  urine,  and  faeces  o£  all  the  inmates  and  staff  were  carried  out 
but  it  was  not  possible  to  discover  the  origin  of  the  outbreak.  Re- 
peated examinations  of  the  milk  and  water  supplied  to  the  hospital 
also  failed  to  reveal  a source  of  this  infection. 

Measles. — The  incidence  of  this  disease  began  to  increase  during 
the  last  three  months  of  1944  and  this  increase  continued  during  the 
first  six  months  of  1945  when  92  per  cent,  of  the  total  cases  notified 
during  the  whole  year  occurred.  There  were  9,285  cases  during  the 
year  and  22  deaths  registered,  giving  a case  rate  of  11.2  per  1,000 
population,  a death-rate  of  0.03  per  1,000  population  and  a case 
mortality  rate  of  0.24  per  cent. 

Whooping  Cough. — ^There  were  1,086  cases  compared  with  1,418 
in  1944.  The  case  rate  was  equal  to  1.3  per  1,000  population.  Seven 
deaths  occurred  giving  a death-rate  of  0.01  per  1,000  population  and  a 
case  mortality  rate  of  0.64  per  cent. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. — The  following  table  shows  the  incidence 
and  mortality  for  the  last  ten  years.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  incidence 
of  the  disease  is  now  returning  to  its  pre-war  lev'el.

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CANCER  ACT,  1939. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  the  following  arrangements 
have  been  made  by  the  County  Councils  of  the  Administrative  Counties 
of  Northumberland,  Durham,  Cumberland  and  the  North  Riding  of 
Yorkshire  and  the  Councils  of  the  County  Boroughs  of  Newcastle 
upon  Tyne,  Sunderland,  Middlesbrough,  Gateshead,  South  Shields, 
Darlington,  West  Hartlepool,  Tynemouth  and  Carlisle,  to  secure  that 
the  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  cancer  are 
adequate  for  the  needs  of  their  area,  acting  through  a Joint  Committee 
which  is  known  as  “the  North  of  England  joint  Cancer  Committee’’ 
constituted  m accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  91  of  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1933. 

1.  The  Cancer  Committee  will  provide  all  necessary  facilities  so 
that  every  person  m their  area  who  is  or  is  suspected  to  be  suffering 
from  cancer  may  obtain  advice  and  that  every  such  person  who  is 
found  to  be  so  suffering  may  obtain  adequate  treatment.  In  particular 
the  Cancer  Committee  will  provide  the  facilities  set  out  in  the  following 
paragraphs. 

2.  The  Cancer  Committee  will  provide  by  agreement  whth  the 
governing  bodies  of  the  Royal  Victoria  infirmary,  Newcastle  upon 
Tyne,  the  Newcastle  General  iiospital,  the  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
and  such  other  hospitals  as  they  may  subject  to  the  appro v'al  of  the 
Minister  of  Health  from  time  to  time  determine  and  also  with  the 
University  of  Durham,  hospital  treatment  and  where  necessary  in- 
patient accommodation  for  all  persons  m the  area  of  the  said  Councils 
who  are  suffering  from  cancer. 

3.  The  Cancer  Committee  will  provide  facilities  for  consulta- 
tion including  both  diagnosis  and  medical  observation  after  treatment 
at  the  Royal  Victoria  infirmary,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  and  the  New- 
castle General  Hospital  and  at  such  other  places  as  tney  may  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health  from  tune  to  tune  determine. 
They  will  arrange  for  the  attendance  of  consultants  at  these  places 
at  such  times  as  may  be  necessary.  These  facilities  will  be  available 
for  persons  who  are  suffering  or  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  cancer. 

4.  The  Cancer  Committee  will  by  agreement  with  the  University 
of  Durham  and  such  otner  bodies  as  they  may  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  iVimister  of  Health  from  time  to  tune  determine  arrange  for 
the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  in  all  cases  where  such 
examination  is  considered  necessary  for  purposes  of  diagnosis  or  treat- 
ment. 

5.  The  Cancer  Committee  will  set  up  a Central  Bureau,  situated 
at  the  Royal  Victoria  infirmary,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  which  will  be 
an  administrative  entity  distinct  from  tne  hospitals  and  will  be  con- 
trolled by  the  Cancer  Committee.  The  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Bureau  will  be  the  Director  of  the  Cancer  Organisation  who  will  be  a 
whole  time  medical  officer  witxi  special  knowledge  of  cancer  and  its 
treatment.  Other  whole- time  medical  officers,  e.g.,  Deputy  Director 
etc.,  will  be  borne  on  the  strength  of  the  Bureau  and  like  the  Director 
will  be  available  for  duty  m any  of  the  hospitals  in  the  area  or  in 
preliminary  investigation  clinics.  Certain  Specialist  Staff,  in  particular 
a Senior  Pnysicist  will  also  be  required,  file  remainder  of  the  staff 
of  the  department  will  consist  of  clerks  and  almoners.  The  functions 
of  the  bureau  will  include  the  registration  of  cases,  the  keeping  of 
proper  records,  almoning,  the  allocation  of  cases  to  ho.spital  and  the 
organisation  of  locaJ  propaganda.

BLIND  PERSONS. 

Administvation. — The  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  County 
Council’s  register  on  the  31st  December,  1945,  was  1,858,  a decrease 
of  27  on  the  total  at  the  31st  December,  1944.  During  the  year  the 
names  of  190  blind  persons  were  added  to  the  register,  9 blind  persons 
were  certified  “not  blind,”  and  208  died  or  left  the  county  area.  In- 
cluded in  the  number  of  cases  certified  “not  blind”  were  those  whose 
sight  was  restored  after  receiving  surgical  treatment  under  the  Council’s 
arrangements  for  the  prevention  ©f  blindness.  A total  of  240  eye 
examinations  was  carried  out  by.  three  part-time  ophthalmologists 
appointed  by  the  County  Couneil.

Education,  Training  and  Employment. — At  tJm  end  of  the  year 
34  children  were  receiving  elementary  education  in  schools  for  the 
blind,  and  14  blind  persons  over  the  age  of  1(3  years  were  being  trained 
in  suitable  trades.  The  number  of  trained  unemployed  blind  persons 
was  5 compared  with  4 at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  There  were  53 
workshop  employees  and  5 home  workers  in  respect  of  whom  the  County 
Council  made  grants  to  the  Sunderland  and  Cleveland  Institutions  for 
the  blind  and  grants  were  made  to  the  Northern  Rranch  of  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind  in  respect  of  2 blind  persons  who  were  employed 
as  Braille  copyists. 

Domiciliary  Assistance. — During  the  year  £95,293  (an  average 
of  £1,833  per  w'eek)  was  expended  in  domiciliary  assistance  to  registered 
blind  persons  compared  with  £95,(592  and  £1,840  respectively  during 
the  year  1944.  On  the  31st  December,  1945,  1,398  blind  persons 
were  in  receipt  of  assistance  compared  with  1,410  on  the  corresponding 
date  in  1944. 

Home  Teachers. — Seventeen  home  teachers  for  the  blind  were 
employed  by  the  County  Council  during  1945  and  were  seconded  for 
duty  to  the  Royal  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Sunderland,  and  the 
Cleveland  and  South  Durham  Institute  for  the  Blind.  During  the 
year  under  review  these  teachers  paid  29,518  visits  to  the  homes  of 
blind  persons  in  the  County  area. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. — During  the  3'ear  80  persons  received 
treatment  under  the  County  Council’s  arrangements  for  the  prevention 
of  blindness  and  spectacles  were  supplied  in  36  cases. 

Wireless  for  the  Blind. — Under  Section  1 of  the  Wireless  Telegraphy 
(Blind  Persons  Facilities)  Act,  192(5,  117  certificates  enabling  blind 
persons  to  obtain  free  wireless  licences  were  issued  dunng  the  year. 

Homes  for  the  Blind. — On  the  31st  December,  1945,  8 blind  persons 
were  in  permanent  residence  in  Homes  for  the  Blind,  the  cost  of 
maintenance  being  paid  by  the  County  Council.

The  average  accommodation  available  in  the  general  hospitals 
was  35  beds  and  this  together  witn  an  average  of  52'7  Deds  availaole  in 
sanatoria  gives  a total  of  562  beds  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

District  Work. 

Dispensary  Districts.  There  was  no  alteration  in  the  dispensary 
districts  during  the  year.  The  Council  provides  twelve  dispensaries 
at  Bishop  Auckland,  Chester-le-Street,  Consett,  Darnngton,  Horden, 
Jarrovv,  Sherburn,  Stanley,  Stockton,  Sunderland,  West  Hartlepool 
and  Whickham. 

The  J arrow  dispensary  was  moved  to  more  suitable  premises  at 
Homer  Villa,  St.  Jolin’s  I'errace,  J arrow,  and  the  first  clinic  was  held 
there  on  tlie  26tn  March. 

An  additional  session  was  commenced  at  the  Hartlepool  dispensary 
on  the  i3th  November,  and  there  is  now  a morning  and  afternoon 
session,  instead  of  an  afternoon  session  as  previously. 

Dispensary  and  Domiciliary  Work.  The  total  number  of  persons 
who  attended  the  dispensaries  was  9,151  compared  with  10,293  in 
1944.  Further  statistical  information  regarding  the  work  done  win 
be  found  in  Table  37.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  registers  5,00/ 
represents  a rate  of  6.0  per  1,000  estimated  population  of  the  county. 

Radiography.  During  the  year  6,427  films  were  made  at  the 
request  of  the  district  tuberculosis  officers,  being  ; chest — 6,001  ; 
bones  and  joints — 166  ; abdomen — 214  ; and  other  regions — 46.  i'he 
number  has  again  increased  compared  with  previous  years.

Dariug  the  year  a mass  mimature 
radiography  unit  was  made  availaoie  lor  use  m the  county  lor  a period 
of  ten  weeks,  in  the  time  available  only  a small  section  of  the  popula- 
tion could  be  examined,  and  the  survey  was  limited  to  approximately 
1U,000  workers  employed  at  two  factories  and  a colliery.  Owing  to 
the  end  of  the  war  the  number  of  workers  at  one  factory  was  reduced 
from  6,000  to  1,500  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  unit. 

Whilst  the  unit  was  staffed  by  the  Newcastle  Corporation,  all  tiie 
arrangements  for  the  survey  were  made  by  the  County  llealth  Depart- 
ment. This  involved  many  preliminary  talks  with  works  managers, 
welfare  officers  and  production  committees,  and  propaganda  meetings 
with  workers  during  which  films  were  displayed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Information.  The  firms  concerned  provided  excellent  facilities  for 
the  unit  and  did  everything  possible  to  encourage  the  workers  to 
volunteer  for  examination.

Treatment  Allowances. — Maintenance  allowances  are  available 
to  certain  classes  of  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
who  give  up  remunerative  employment  on  the  advice  of  the  tuber- 
culosis officer  to  undergo  sanatorium  or  some  other  approved  form  of 
treatment,  and  the  cost  is  refunded  to  the  local  authority  by  the 
Government.  During  the  year  the  allowances  granted  totalled 
£25,430  10s.  7d.  Of  this  amount  £24,977  Ids.  3d.  was  paid  as  main- 
tenance allowances,  £337  13s.  9d.  as  discretionary  allowances  and 
£115  3s.  7d.  as  special  payments.  The  number  of  new  applications 
granted  was  345.  In  the  previous  year  the  total  amount  granted  was 
£22,815  10s.  6d.  and  the  number  of  new  applications  327.

Rehabilitation.  Arrangements  previously  made  for  rehabilita- 
tion were  continued. 

Attificial  Light  Treatment  of  Skin  Tuhercidoei^.  Treatment  of 
skin  tuberculosis  lias  been  carried  on  as  in  previous  years  at  the  Skin 
Clinic  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Ncwcastle-on-Tyne.  The 
number  of  new  cases  who  commenced  treatment  during  the  year  w^as 
21,  \'iz.  : — lupus  vulgaris— 3 ; scrofuloderma—  14  ; tuberculosis  cutis- 
2 ; glands — 1 ; and  peritonitis — 1. 

The  total  number  of  treatments  given  during  the  year  was  3,564 
compared  with  4,349  in  1944. 

Surgical  Appliances. — During  the  year  orthopaedic  appliances 
were  supplied  to  20  patients  on  the  recommendation  of  the  tuber- 
culosis officers. 

Dental  Treatment. — As  in  former  years,  provision  was  made  for 
dental  treatment  in  institutions  for  certain  patients  wdio  were  in  poor 
financial  circumstances. 

Sanitary  Defects.  The  county  health  visitors  reported  120  such 
defects  existing  in  houses  where  a notified  tuberculous  patient  was 
in  residence. 

Ministry  of  Pensions. — 138  reports  on  ex-service  pensioners  were 
supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  during  the  year.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year  69  tuberculous  pensioners  were  receiving  treatment  in 
sanatoria  and  hospitals  ; during  the  year  99  were  admitted  ; 109  were 
discharged  ; and  10  died.  At  the  end  of  the  year  49  were  receiving 
in-patient  treatment. 

Service  Cases. — On  16th  July,  1945,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a 
circular  undertaking  that  the  Services  would  be  responsible  for  the 
cost  of  maintenance  of  their  cases  in  County  institutions  for  a period 
of  eight  months  from  the  date  of  first  absence  from  Service  duty. 
This  wms  follow’ed  by  a further  circular  on  9th  April,  1946,  extending 
the  period  to  thirty  months,  or  until  such  time  as  the  case  becomes 
chargeable  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  whichever  is  tlie  earlier  date, 
such  extension  to  operate  from  18th  December,  1945.  During  tins 
period  to  the  end  of  the  year,  17  were  admitted,  and  5 of  these  became 
chargeable  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions.  At  the  end  of  the  year  12 
were  receiving  in-patient  treatment. 

School  Medical  Department.  The  number  of  suspected  tuber- 
culous school  children  referred  to  the  dispensaries  by  assistant  school 
medical  officers  wns  177  (94  boys  and  83  girls)  and  the  district  tuber- 
culosis officers  found  that  of  this  number  14  boys  and  13  girls  were 
tuberculous. 

Open-air  Shelters. — At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  22 
shelters  in  use  and  48  awaiting  removal.  During  the  year  4 were 
removed  from  patients  who  had  no  further  use  for  them  and  were 
erected  for  other  patients  or  stored.  The  total  number  of  shelters 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  70  of  which  number  22  were  in  use  and  48 
awaiting  removal.

Incidence  and  Mortallity. 

Notification. — The  number  of  primary  notifications  received 
during  the  year  was  1,177  (Tables  38,  40-41).  In  addition,  information 
w^as  obtained  other  than  by  formal  notification  in  respect  of  220  cases 
(Table  39). 

Incidence. — New  cases  coming  to  notice  during  the  year  numbered 
1,427  (Table  42).  This  gives  an  incidence  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuber- 
culosis of  1.72  per  1,000  estimated  population.  Of  the  cases  actually 
coming  under  the  supervision  of  the  tuberculosis  medical  officers 
during  1945,  17.5%  were  unnotified  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Death  and  Death-rates. — Tables  43  and  44  give  the  number  of 
deaths  from  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  by  age  in 
the  separate  county  districts.  Deaths  in  the  county  as  a whole  dis- 
tinguishing age  and  sex  for  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  forms  of  the 
disease  are  given  in  Table  42.  In  Tables  45  and  46  the  death  rates" 
from  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  boroughs 
and  in  the  urban  and  rural  districts  of  the  administrative  county 
area  are  compared. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuber- 
culosis deaths  is  20.3%  compared  with  17.2%  for  the  previous  year. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  induce  medical  practitioners  cither  to  notify 
CcLses  or  to  send  them  to  dispensaries  as  soon  as  tuberculosis  is  diagnosed .
